People’s Party Clans Are Gathering 
in Force, But the Big Rush 
Hasn’t Come Yet. 


The Populists are coming tn numbers to 
attend the National Convention which will 
meet Wednesday. 

Sunday many of the leaders affrived, and 
Monday’s trains brought delegates from 
half the States and Territories. 

Very few delegations were on the ground 
in full force until Monday afternoon. Some 
of them postponed the start from home, 
timing their departure so as to reach here 
just before the convention opens. As a con- 
sequence few State headquarters will be 
opened before Tuesday. 


Missouri is on the ground in force. State 
Chairman Rogzelle’s headquarters were 
crowded all day, and the Missourians were 
very much in evidence about the general

headquarters in the Lindell. To the sur- 
prise of many, a few of the State members 
were very loud in their opposition to the 
nomination or indorsement of Bryan. 

They joined hands with the Middle-of 
the-Road’’ people and lent their vo.ces 90

otels. 

As fast as the delegates arrived Monday 
they sought the Lindell and there for hours 
@ noisy argument was waged. 

While the leaders of the party were in 
conference upstairs in private parlors the 
delegates held a free-for-all talk in the 
corridors below.

SOUTHERNERS WEAKENING. 


Opposition to Bryan Giving Way as 
the Delegates Arrive. 


The Populist delegates from the Southern 
States now opposed to William J. Bryan 
are likely to be solid for him by the time 


the convention opens. 

Monday morning a tentative proposition 
was submitted to the Southern Middle of 
the Road” leaders by the Bryan majority 
wing, which is likely to be accepted. 

It opens a way for Senator Butler, Chair- 


man Taubeneck, Cyclone“ Davis and oth- 
ers to extricate themselves from a very 
deep vit. 

Its chief provision is that the South 
shall join in the nomination of Bryan; that 
the different States in the South shall Work 
out their local State fights as they may 
decide, providing that there shall be united 
work for Bryan, the silver electors and free 
silver candidates for Congress. 

As soon as the “Middle of the Road” 
leaders heard that this much of a loophole 
would be left, there was a hasty scramble 
ro get in out of the inclement weather. 

In the headquarters of Senator Marion 
Butler, at the Lindell, an informal caucus 
was held. I) was there developed that the 
South will not resist solidly the chance to 
get in the band wagon. 

“Cyclone” Davis and Senator Butler were 
disposed to hold out, but Alabama and 
Georgia are for it. 

Senator Stewart, Senator Peffer and Sen- 
ator Allen, who conferred with Senator 
Butler just before the conference, strongly 
urged the South to fall in line. 

Senator Stewart «aid if 1 didn't do so the 
South would be left in a position where it’s 
work would be lost. 

Braced up by the Texas delegation, which 
arrived early and which was still against 
Bryan, “Cyclone” Davis was not incline 
to submit. 


Senator Butler, however, is considering 
the matter. If he gives way, the backbone 
of the Middle of the Road wing will be 
broken, and he is almost certain to yield.

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DISGRUNTLED LEADERS NOT FOL- 
Tow BY THE ?EOPLE. 
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HILL’ SPEAKS BY PROXY. 


Tammany to Lead With Ratification 
and a Prediction That the State 
Convention Will Follow. 


NEW YORK, July 20.—The declaration of 
William C. Whitney that he would under no 
circumstances support the Democratic 
ticket nominated at Chicago has fallen flat 
in New York. So has the gratuitous advice 
of Chairman Hinckley to the Democrais 
That they should not commit themselves un- 
til the action of the State convention should 
point the way. 

The fact is that the Democrats of the 
State are in no mood for a bolt. The leaders 
are beginning to see this and are trimming 
their sails accordingly. Even Senator Hill, 
who has been so persistently silent since 


his return from Chicago, has at last spoken 
by proxy and his voice is not for a bolt. Ex- 
Comptroller Frank Campbell spent Sunday 
Win Senator Hill at Normandie-by-the-Sea 
and talked freely afterward. He said: 

The Democrats of New York are looking 
to Senator Hill for advice and guidance in 
this campaign—not to Wall street. Country 
Democrats believe in him, as they know 
that he ts not controlled by corporate in- 
terest, but is in sympathy with the aver- 
age Democra®.” 

Mr. Campbell added that the Senator 
would frame a platform to be adopted at 
the State Conven don in New York which 
will satisfy the party in the State and in 
the country as large. Bryan and Sewall, he 
Bays, will be supported by the Democrats of 
the Empire State. 

Mr. Ca ll further said: 

The silver question is new to a majority 
of the people of New York. It is useless 
to disguise the fact that a condition of af- 
fairs exists in this country which show any- 
thing but prosperity among the masses. 
Within the last four years farm lands have 
greatly depreciated in value, the value of 
farm products have been practically cut in 
two; 90 per cent of the farms in New York 
are incumbered, and, in the majority of 
cases, if the mortgages should be foreclosed 
the holder of the mortgages would be 
obliged to take the farm for his debt. The 
majority of the people of the country have 
come to the conclusion that something is 
radically wrong with our financial — *. 
and they are the sufferers. They do not be- 
lieve that a reconstrution of the tariff sched- 
ules alone will remedy the evil. Whether 
the free coinage of silver will remedy this 
condition ig hard to say. But the silver men 
are telling the farmers that it willi.“ 


A meeting of the Executive Committee of 
Tammany Fall has been called for Tues- 
day to arrange for the ratification of the 
nomination of Bryan and Sewall. Action 
by the Tammany braves has been hastened 
by the enthusiasm of the rank and file for 
the ticket. Leader Sheehan found, after 
Henry D. Purroy and Congressman Sulzer

SHARP REPLY TO TAUBENECK. 


Tom Patterson and Other Populist 
Friends of Bryan’s Issue an 
Address to Delegates. 


Thomas M. Paterson, one of the foremost 
Populist leaders of Colorado, arrived last 
night. He came to St. Louis direct from 
Lincoln, Neb., where he had been in con- 
ference with Mr. Bryan. 

A conference of Populists who are friend- 
ly to Bryan and Sewall was held imme- 
diately upon the arrival of Mr. Patterson, 


and the following address, asking the nom- 
ination of Bryan and Sewall by the Popu- 
list convention, was given out for publica- 
tion by Mr. Patterson: 

We agree with Chairman Taubeneck 
that the all-absorbing question with Popu- 
lists is and should be how they can assist 
in the apeeey restoration of silver to its 
ret tigen gen and at the same time main- 
tain and advance their party organization. 
We believe that the People’s party is neces- 
sary to the country, and that should it be 
disbanded or become inconsequential for 
want of numbers the money power would 
soon resume complete sway over both the 
old parties, and the masses be deprived of 
a protector from the greed of corporations, 
trusts and sy¥pdicates. ‘ , 
„But we emphatically disa e with him 
as to the means by which these ends are 
to be secured. To nominate an independ- 
ent ticket, one in opposition as much to 
Bryan and Sewall as it would be to Mc- 
Kinley and Hobart, would not only make it 
impossible to restore free coinage 
of silver gx J the lifetime of the yours: 
est in the coming convention, but it would 
practically annihilate the People’s party, 
so far as followers are necessary to make 
a party. The ‘leaders’ might hold franti- 
cally to the organization during the cam- 
aign, but at its close they would find its 
ollowers in full fellowship with the Demo- 
cratic party, and having voted its ticket un- 
der the name and emblem of that party, if 
Bryan should be elected, they would find 
little obstacle to continuing with it.

mittee, when chosen, will make the selec- 
tion.“ . 

Gov. Stone, who, it is generally under- 
stood, will be a member of the Executive 
Committee, expressed to Post-Dispatch 
reporter a very decided préference for Chi- 
cago as the proper place for campaign head- 
quarters. 

„My personal choice, of course, would be 
St. Louis,“ said the Governor, but consid- 
eration of interests of vaster concern in- 
cline me to Chicago.

* in cream, milk and butter for many 
a day. 

The cows were sent to market and with 
the proceeds of the sale, Powers started 
for Fitzgerald. He economized as much as 
possible on the way, for he was anxious 
to have a little capital when he got to the 
spot in Southern Georgia where he hoped 
to build a home. 

When he drew near to Fitzgerald he saw 
hundreds of immigrants going in the same 
direction. Some were from Minnesota, 
others from Illinois and not a few from 
Missouri. Even Maine and California were 
represented in the procession. a 

“When I reached the town of Fitzgerald,”’ 
said Powers, ‘‘things looked very promising, 
but after I got a clearer view, I saw wich a 
different light. The seventeen mills were 
there, but the largest did not employ over 
six men, and most of them were run by two 
or three men. I expected to find sever: | 
hundred men employed in he mills, and I 
did not suppose that I would have any dif- 
ficulty in getting work. I was — mis- 
taken. Lathes and shingles were made and 
boards were planed in sufficient quantit.es 
to supply the colony. 

“Shortly after I arrived there was a draw- 
ing. Whoever desired to become a member

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LEE JOHNSON SAVED BY POLICE- 
MEN FROM LYNCHING. 


HE HAD ASSAULTED: A CHILD. 


Enraged Bre--ers Were Preparing to 
Hang Little Maggie Hermann’s As- 


Her Husband Wasted Her Fortune and 
After They Separated She 
Lost Her Reason. 


Matron Harris of the Four Courts has a 
fair prisoner. She is young and pretty and 
plump and dresses in the jauntiest of sum- 
mer laces and frills. 

She is Agnes Breno. While insane she 
left her home on Union avenue in Kansas 
City and came to St. Louis. She doesn't 
know why she came. She will be taken 
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sailant and Fought the Police. 


Machinist Lee Johnson had been drink- 
ing Sunday morning, but no one at his 
boarding-house, 2201 Eugenia street, sus- 
pected the condition of his mind. He is a 
lusty, full-blooded‘! man of S, apparently not 
more bestial than many a fellow to be seen 
drinking or working and keeping within the 
shadow of the law. 

Four-year-old Maggie Hermann was play- 
ing with other children in front of her 
home, 214 South Twenty-second street, about 
4:30 o’clock in the: afternoon. 

Johnson eyed the tots for a few minutes. 
Then he beckoned to Maggie. She toddled 
to him. He spoke softly and alluringly to 
her and when he lifted her in his arms she 
made no outcry. 

The children saw Johnson take their play- 


mate into an out-house in the rear of her 
home. Mrs. Hermann saw Maggie in a 
man’s arms, but the child was a favorite 
with many and the mother smiled indulgent- 
ly and turned another page of the book she 
Was reading. 

Five minutes later she heard a scream. 
It was Maggie's oe Another shriek was 
cut off as though a hand had been placed 
over the child’s mouth. 

Mrs. Hermann was on her feet and in the 
yard in an instant. The third cry evidently 
came from the outhouse. 

Mrs. Hermann ran to the door and pushed. 
She could not open it. She ran back into 
the house and called her husband, Anton 
Hermann. There were several visitors ¢rom 
the neighborhood on the front porch and 
they all remembered that Johnson had dis- 
appeared around the corner of the house 
with Magzie. 

Hermann thought his wife was needlessly 
alarmed, but got up to investigate. Then 
another shriek split the air. It was the 
voice of Maggie and there was a note of 
mingled pain and horror in her cry that 
brought every man who heard it to his feet 
and chillea the biood of every woman. 

Followed by his guests Hermann dashed 
out of the house and threw himself against 
the door of the outhouse. It yielded and a 
roar of rage went up from — and 
the men with him. 

What they saw maddened them. 

Hermann struck out with all his might and 
Johnson staggered against the wall.

A blow on the mouth from a hea fist 
reduced his cries to moans for — 

Hermann was in a terrific rage, and the 
neighbors were little calmer. 

It was quickly agreed to put Johnson to 
death, and a rope was called for. 

“Get the-clothes line and hang the brute,” 
shrieked a woman. 

“Get a rope! Get a roared the 
men. Some hastened to carry out the 
order, while others kicked and cuffed John- 
son. 

Hermann wanted to kill him with his own 
hands, but the crowd objected, and said 
everybody should take part. It was a crime 
against the community and not a private 
quarrel. 

The clothesline~was brought, and John- 
don was bound. 

“String bim up.“ yelled the mob. 

But the leading spirits wanted to make a 
sure job of it, and they feared the rope 
was not strong enough. 

Hermann and most of the other men in 
the crowd work at Grone's brewery, near 
the scene. There were strong ropes at the 
brewery. A man was sent for one, and 
Johnson was dragged out of the yard 
toward a telephone pole. He was bound 
hand and foot, and had to be hauled along 
like a eack of galt. 

Everybody who could get close enough 
punched or kicked him, and it looked as 
though he might be killed before the rope 
arrived. 

He pleaded for mercy, but there was no 
Pity or him. The mob was growing rap- 

diy. The newcomers did not know what 
the row was, but the blood thirst is easy 
to rouse on a hot day, and they all clam- 
ored for the prisomer’s life. 

Patrolmen Kennedy and Keany heard the 
noise and came at a double quick. 

Johnson was on the ground when they 
arrived and screamed piteously for help 
when he saw the blue coats. 

he mob was without organization, and 
no resistance was offered to the officers un- 
til they had cut Johnson’s bands and helped 
him to his feet. l 

Then the crowd closed in threateningly, 
and tried to recapture him. 

The policemen got the prisoner between 
them and twirling their heavy clubs omin- 
ously, moved toward a patrol box at Twen- 
ty-second street and Clark avenue. 

The mob followed and grew in numbers. 
Some of the more daring pressed in on the 
officers and snatched at the prisoner. 

The policemen used their clubs rapler 
fashion, punching their assailants in the 
ribs and stomachs and pressing steadily 
on toward the patrol box. 

One man threw his arms around Kea- 
* neck and tried to garrote him. 

is encouraged the other members of the 
mob and a rush was made. Both officers 
were thumped and britised and Keany lost 
most of his shirt and part of his coat. 

The policemen drew their revolvers and 
Standing back to back with the cowering 
prisoner between them warned the crowd to 
stand off. 

There was a sullen roar of anger, and 
those on the outskirts of the mob urged 
those in front to knock the officers down. 

Knocking down a policeman who has a 
revolver in his hand and is already pro- 
voked almost beyond endurance, is not the 
ort of job that appeals to a man who is 
close enough to do it, and the inner cir- 
cle of the mob hesitated.

MEETS IN ST. LOUIS TUESDAY. 


SEEKING BUT ONE OBJECT. 


They Demand Direct Legislation 
Through the Initiative 
and Referendum. 


The Direct Legislation League, a political 
organization which seeks to engraft the ini- 
tiative and referendum system upon the 
body politic, will be in session here during 
the progress of the Populist and Silver Con- 
ventions and will hold its first session to- 
morrow. 

The call for the conference was issued 
several weeks ago by Chairman Edward 
Pomeroy of Newark, N. J. The objects of 
the league are thus stated in the call. 
This conference is called to secure: 

1. In all future platforms, municipal and 


local, as well as State and natio the 
strongest possible direct legislation declara- 
tion, 
„. The widest possible discussion of direct 
legislation. 
“3 A union of reform forces, local or na- 
tional, for the same candidates, but without 
necessarily giving up their separate organ- 
izations or distinctive issues and platforms, 
providing each organization thus uniting 
laces at the head of its platform the fol-

mands. 5 
„ We demand direct legislation through 
the initiative and the referendum in local, 
State and national 1 We advo- 
cate the following, but are willing to sub- 
mit these or any other questions advocated 
by a reasonable minority to a vote of the 
eople interested, and to abide their decis- 
on until the people themselves reverse it. 

(Here will follow the other planks upon 
which the convention may agree.) 
Delegates have begun to arrive. Among 
those already here are Ignatius Donnelly, 
Minneapolis; Breen, Omaha; .

MRS. ANNIE FISHERING NEARLY 
KILLED 3Y HER HUSBAND. 


LAY UNCONSCIOUS FOR HOURS. 


Fishering Says He Was So Drunk 
When He Did It That He Didn’t 
‘Know What He Vas Doing. 


Mrs. Annie Fishering is at the City Hos- 
pital, unconscious and suffering from in- 
ternal injuries which may prove fatal.

At midnight Mrs. Fishering’s sister, who 
Uves next door, saw the light burning in 
the unhappy home and heard no one mov- 
ing. She entered the rooms and found 
her sister, bruised and beaten, Hing uncon- 
scious in the little kitchen. 

The police were notified and Mrs. Fisher- 
ing was taken to the City Hospital, were 
Dr. Sutter said she was seriously and per- 
haps fatally injured, the worst wounds be- 
ing internal.
